2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
evidences the styryl dyes having absorption maxima at wavelengths of --425 nm in JP 05-038878 
and there is no evidence that the dyes of JP 60-083892 meet this limitation. Further as disclosed 
laser (HeCd) operates at 442 nm, there is no motivation to have the absorption maximum more 
than 40 nm from this, but rather from the standpoint of sensitivity it would be best of the laser 
and the absorption maxima were the same.
